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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group I, claims 1, 4, 7 and 10 are related to identifying a type of portable telephone set 
based on a response with respect to an operation start signal which is output to a data interface 
part of the portable telephone set. 

Group II, claims 2, 5 and 8 are related to identifying the type of the portable telephone set 
based on a waveform of a signal output from a specific terminal of a data interface part of the 
portable telephone set. 

Group in, claims 3, 6, 9 and 12 are related to identifying the type of the portable 
telephone set based on an allocation pattern of input and output terminals of a data interface part 
of the portable telephone set. 

Group IV, claim 1 1 is related to identifying the type of a portable telephone set based on a 
pattern of an asynchronous signal output from a data interface part of the portable telephone set. 
Group V, claims 13-15 are related to an identifying part identifying a type of the communication 
equipment and outputting an identification signal; and a switching part switching a 
communication protocol prestored for each type of the communication equipment, bon the 
identification signal.
